The House 
deposition rules are included in this exhibit and were provided to you upon service of the 
subpoena. 

Under the House deposition rules, you are permitted to have an attorney present. 
And, at this time, can counsel for the witness please state her full name.

Mr. Luelsdorff, | also want to remind you, as we do with all witnesses, that it is 
unlawful to deliberately provide false information to Congress. Providing false 
information to Congress could result in criminal penalties, including both perjury and/or 
providing false statements. 

Under House deposition rules, you may only refuse to answer a question to 
preserve a privilege recognized by the select committee. If you refuse to answer a 
question based on a privilege, staff may either proceed with the deposition on other 
questions or seek a ruling from the chairman on the objection. If the chairman 
overrules your objection, you will be required to answer the question. 

I'll note for the record that we received a letter from your attorney on Friday 
regarding your objections based on the First and Fifth Amendments. That letter has 
been marked as exhibit 14 and will be entered into the record. Ms. Gordon, you can 


expect a response from the select committee shortly, and I'll be in touch with you on that. 
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Ms. Gordon. Fantastic. 

Vr. Luelsdorff, my goal today is to ask questions relevant to the 
select committee's inquiry with the hope that you will answer. If you have an objection 
or a privilege assertion, I'll ask that you or your counsel state it for the record.

Ultimately, the more detail you can provide about the basis for the objection, the easier it 
will be for the select committee to consider the objection. 

In addition, under the House deposition rules, select committee members and 
select committee staff may not discuss the substance of testimony you provide today, 
unless the committee approves release. You and your attorney will have an opportunity 
to review the transcript. No other recordings of this proceeding are permitted. 

Mr. Luelsdorff, can you please confirm that you're not making a recording of this 
deposition?

And, 
as we previously discussed, it is based on the fact that Mr. Luelsdorff is being deposed as 
a member of a civil liberties group, which has First Amendment rights, in addition to his 
own personal First Amendment and Fifth Amendment rights. And so the legal basis for 
the objections and privileges is set forth in that letter, | think, completely stated. 

There is also in that letter an objection based on the rules, as you have heard Mr. 
Luelsdorff say -- don't think that the committee is complying with the Rules of the House 
of Representatives for purposes of conducting the deposition.

As we did in Mr. Lewis' deposition, | want to 
make clear that the primary problem that this group and these individuals have with 
being deposed by the committee under the First Amendment is that it is compulsory. 
Many of the questions that you have asked today, we would have been willing to provide 
answers to in a voluntary setting. And, as you know, you and | were making efforts 
toward arranging certain voluntary interviews, as opposed to a compelled subpoena 
process. 

And then, on the Fifth Amendment, again, we view this as being something that's 
within the committee's control. They're the ones raising the specter of criminal 
prosecution, not us. And so both of our objections could easily be overcome, but it 
would require the committee to change its legal position versus -- vis-a-vis these two 
individuals and the organization. 

«Understood. Thank you for those comments. And, as | said, 
we have received your letter, and we will be sending a response to you shortly. And I'll 
be in touch with you soon about that.
